Eight World Records Broken in One Month 


Eight world records have been eclipsed since the last (July) issue of 
Track & Fiela News in as frantic a month for the record keepers as can be 
remembered, 

Most of the heroics occurred on the track, where new marks were made 
in six events from the 400 hurdles to the three mile. One field event and the 
cecathlon records also fell. 

Chronologically it happened this way: 

1. Albie Thomas of Australia, three miles in 13:10. 8 at Dublin, July 9. 

2, Gert Potgieter of South Africa, 440 hurdles in 49.7, in the British 
Empire Games at Caraiff, Wales, July 22, 

3. Oleg Ryakhovskiy of Russia, hop-step-j ump 54'54" (16.59m), in 
the US vs. USSR meet, Moscow, july 27. 

4, Rafer johnson, Uniteu States, 8302 points in the decathlon, in the 
US vs. USSR meet, Moscow, July 27 & 28. 

5. jerzy Chromik, Polanu, 3000 meters steeplechase in 8:32,0, in the 
US vs. Poland meet, Warsaw, August 2, 

6. Glenn Davis, U.S., 400 meter hurdles in 49,2, in the US vs. 
Hungary meet, Budapest, August 6. 

7. Herb Elliott, mile in 3:54.5, Dublin, Ireland, August 6. 

8, Albie Thomas, Australia, two miles in 8:32,0, at Dublin, Ireland, 
on August 7, 

The old steeplechase mark was equalled and the official 1500 meter 
recor.. was bettered as a host of good performances chalked up countless con- 
tinental, national ani meet reeords, 

While all of the new standarus were set in Europe they were made by 
athletes from five continents. The unusual visit of a full strength American 
team accounted for the two marks by U.S. athletes, and the two records set 
by Europeans (one Asian born) were against the U.S. squad, The other four 
records were made by British Empire athletes, attracted to Europe by the 
Empire Games in Caruiff. 

The picture changes considerably now. The American team has come 
home, anu most of the Empire athletes also have left Europe, but the Euro - 
peans are looking forward to their big meet, the quadrennial European Cham - 


pionships in Stockholm, August 19 to 24, Following this meet the Europeans 
will resume their normal summer activity of international duals and other 
meets of note, 

Naming the outstanding athlete of the past month is impossible, but 
four names stick out--Davis, Elliott, Johnson and Thomas. Johnson hasn't the 
quantity. of performance of the others, but for sheer brilliance his 8302 point 
decathlon showing is tough to beat. And he did score 7754 in winning the AAU 
title earlier in the month, The other three have had a magnificent string of 
performances, both in quality and quantity. 

Davis had an unparalleled run of successes at 400 meters, both on the 
flat and over 10 intermediate hurdles. After running 46.3 on the flat, 50,4, 
50.9 and 51.2 for the hurdles, and losing one 200m race, the rugged Ohioan 
went to work in four straight two day meets: 

July 17, Oslo, 21.1 for 200m and 49.8 for 400m hurdles. 

July 18, Oslo, 10,3 for 100m and 45,6 for 400m, 

July 27, Moscow, 45.6 for 400m, 

July 28, Moscow, 50.4 for 400m hurdles (wet track) and 46,1 relay leg. 

August 1, Warsaw, 45.5 for 400m, equal second fastest ever. 

August 2, Warsaw, 49.8 for 400m hurdles and 45,1 relay leg. 

August 5, Budapest, 45,6 for 400m, 

August 6, Budapest, 49,2 for 400m hurdles, world record, 

But how does this stack up with the string turned in by Elliott who was 
racing over much longer distances? After a British Empire Games double of 
1:49. 3 (July 22) and 3:59.0 (July 26), along with heats in each, Elliott had a 
phenomenal four days: 

August 4, London, 1:47.3, third fastest 880 ever. 

August 4, Watford, 1:50.7, for 880. 

August 6, Dublin, 3;54,5 for mile, world record, 

August 7, Dublin, 8:37.6 for two miles, equal fastest fourth ever. 

And how about Thomas, whose nomination includes three mile world 
record on July 9, and then this five day workout? 

August 2, London, 13:20.6 for three miles, 10 seconds off world mark, 

August 6, Dublin, 3:58,6 for mile. 

August 7, Dublin, 8:32.0 for two miles, world record, 
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Johnson’s 7754 Takes AAU 


Palmyra, NJ, July 4 & 5— Rafer Johnson won his second AAU decathlon 
championship, exactly duplicating his 1956 score of 7754 points. A partial 
cripple all year, Johnson favored his injuries and scored only well enough to 
win over Yang Chuan-Kwang, a Nationalist China Olympian, who scored 7625. 

Dave Edstrom, 19-year-old Oregon sophomore, made the U.S. team by 
scoring 7154, 232 more than defending champion Charley Pratt, the hometown 
favorite. Bob Lawson, who scored 6910 last year for third behind Pratt and 
Edstrom, fell to 6550 for 5th place this year. Dick Wotruba of Holy Cross ran 
the 1500 in 4:29. 4 to come from 429 points behind vaulter Gene Freudenthal 
and win the 6th-place medal. 

Johnson scored 4450 the first day even though he broad jumped about 3 feet 
short of his best mark and put the shot 5 feet short for a loss of some 500 points. 
He led the 25-year-old Yang by only 67 points after five events. He eased his 
injured legs over the high hurdles in 14.8, a full second off his best mark, and 
lost the lead when Yang ran 14, 5, 

Johnson pulled into a 259 point lead with a discus throw of 154'11" 

(almost 16 feet short of his best mark), gained 74 more with a 12'6" vault, 
then lost 50 points when he dropped some 38 feet short of his best javelin mark. 
He limped through a 5:14. 7 1500 to win his second major title. 

Weather was 95 and humid for the first day, but breezes cooled the 
final day a little. The chopped track hurt performances. Some 3500 watched 
on Friday, with 5000 there on: Saturday.

3-Mile Record for Thomas 


Dublin, July 9--Australia gained another world record when Albie 
Thomas covered three miles in 13:10.8. He lowered the official record of 
13:14, 2 made by Sandor Iharos of Hungary in 1955 but probably did not run 
the distance as fast as Gordon Pirie or Vladimir Kuts when they went past the 
three-mile mark untimed enroute to 5000 meter times of 13:36, 8 and 13:35, 0. 

Thomas followed the early pace of fellow Aussie Merv Lincoln who led 
for two miles. But then Lincoln faded, badly to finish more than a half lap back, 
Albie ground it out on his own, averaging 4:23. 6 for each of his three miles. 

The new recordman first came to international attention when he ran a 
good fifth in the 1956 Olympic Games 5000m, clocking 14:04,8. On June 14 of 
this year he ran history's third fastest two mile, 8:37.8, in a race that 
received so little attention it wasn't even in the papers of Sydney, where it 
took place (but was headlined in Track & Field News).

Potgieter Gets 440H Mark 


Cardiff, July 19/26--The VI. British Empire and Commonwealth Games 
provided a standard of performances considerably higher than general 
ly expected. Above all they served notice that more and more coun- 
tries are likely to have a saying on the argument of records and 
championship honors as time marches one Only a few years ago, marks 
like a 46.6 "quarter" by an Indian, or a 51.7 in the 440y hurdles 
by a man from "Darkest Africa" would have been considered "well-nigh 
impossible". Now, in the overabundance of classy marks, such fine 
yet non-record efforts by men from undeveloped athletic countries 
often pass almost unnoticed. But in years to come historians will 
be obliged to refer to them, just to show "how it began". 

England, “ho introduced the sport in most if not all the 
Commonwealth countries, completely lost her traditional supremacy 
in the running events. Not one Briton managed to break the tape 
first in an individual race (this could have been remedied, much 
to the delight of John Disley and Wales, if the steeplechase had 
been included in the program). The biggest offence to the mother 
country's prestige occurred in the mile, in which the first three 
places were filled by Aussie runners. England partly made amends for 
these losses by annexing four of the eight field events, a depart- 
ment in which Empire countries -at least the majority of them- lack 
the technical "know-how", 

Gert Potgieter, the 2l-year-old South African, amazed the track 
world with a scintillating performance in the 440y hurdles final. 
49.7! This time compares favorably with Glenn Davis "metric" record- 
49.5. There were strong winds during the race, which however was 
run around two full turns. Dave Lean of Australia was a good yet 
distant second in 50.6. Then came the amazing Bartonjo Rotich of 
Kenya in 51.7~- It should be noted that this last was previously 
credited with times in the 53 secs. range, achieved with no 
opposition in his native Africa. 

All meet records were equaled or bettered, save three. Ironically 
enough, among the few winners who failed to provide new marks was 
Herb Elliott, the Australian wonder boy. But his 3:59.0, achieved 
under the rain and with no one to push him, must certainly be 
rated superior to Bannister's 3:58.8 in winning the historic 
Vancouver "Mile of the Century" from Landy. The 20-year-old 
Elliott had previously won the halfmile, evening the count with 
Brian Hewson, his conqueror in the BAAA race a week before. This 
time Elliott did not spread himself thin early in the race. But 
after a funeral first lap (58.8) he produced a sizzling 50.5. 
Hewson chased Elliott all the way, confirming that he is as speedy 
as anyone in the middle distance business. But, as a British 
commentator put it,"Hewson lacks the aggressive outlook" -and 
spectators waited in vain for the knock-out blow that was to bring 
Elliott down. 

The men from "Down Under" completely dominated the distance 
runse New Zealand's lightweight champion Murray Halberg won the 3 
miles in 13:15.0 from world record holder Albie Thomas of 
Australia. The Kiwi ace, a converted miler, came up with a finish- 
ing burst reminiscent of Jack Lovelock's -but longer, and was 
clocked in 3:11.4 over the last 3/4 mile! Dave Power was another 
Australian double winner, taking the 6 miles on July 19 and the 
marathon on July 24, both times in the face of strong opposition. 

Considering the present stillstand in European distance 
standards, we wonder if this isn't perhaps the beginning of a new 
period- the Australasian Era of Distance Running. Certainly, 
Australia and,to a lesser degree,New Zealand, have shown us some 
peculiar physical specimens in thisdepartment, and we feel that 
the best has yet to come. 

The duo Keith Gardner (Jamaica) - Tom Robinson (Bahamas) traded 
wins in the sprints. In the 100 the Jamaican got off to a very fast 
start, and the 20-year-old Robinson just could not close the gape At 
the end there was only a foot between them, so the announcement of 
the times (9.4 and 9.6) caused much perplexity. On the strength of 
the electrical timing figures (9.66 for Gardner and 9.68 for 
Robinson), the winner's time was later corrected to 9+5+ Assuming 
that the latter time was correct, this ranks as the fastest century 
ever on British soil. The runners battled against a 1.67 m/s wind. 
Olympic finalist Mike Agostini, competing for Canada, was a well- 
beaten third. In the furlong, Robinson won from Gardner by the 
proverbial whisker. The time for both (wind-assisted) was 21 flat. 

Asian champion Milkha Singh of India, 22, won the "quarter" in 
superb style from the more famous Malcolm Spence of Canada and 
Terry Tobacco of Canada. England had a short-lived moment of joy in 
this event when Ted Sampson, 22, sped to a national record of 46.8 
in a heat. But in the next round he slowed down to 48.2 and was out 
of the picture (exactly the contrary of what Lord Burghley and Tom 
Hampson once used to do). 

Performances in the jumps were just fair under present-day stand- 
ards. Ernle Haisley of Jamaica beat Olympic silver medalist "Chilla" 
Porter of Australia with a 6'9" (2.057) high jump. 

Britain's rising Arthur Rowe won the shot put at 57'8" (17.57) 
and South Africa's "Fanie" du Plessis got one off to 183'6"1/2 
(55.94) in the discus -new Empire records both. Mike Ellis won the 
hammer as expected, but Muhammad Iqbal of Pakistan was only 4 feet 
behind. 

South Africa won the 4x440y relay in a good 3:08.1, with Malcolm 
Spence clocking 45.1 in the last leg. 








August, 1958--3 

When it was all over, England and Australia each nad 5 victories, 
followed by Jamaica (4), South Africa (3), India, New Zealand and 
Bahamas, 1 each. (Gardner also won the "high" hurdles, duplicating 
his 1954 Vancouver success. Jakobus Swart, South Africa's 13.9 man, 
struck the last hurdle when running even with Gardner, and fell 
headlong over the finishing line. The Springbok star was finally 
placed second).

Decathlon, HSJ Records

Moscow, July 27 & 28.. USA, the world champion, beat USSR, the chal. 
lenger, 126 to 109 in the "Match of the Century" at Moscow's Bolshoi 
Stadium. The two-day battle was featured by upsets in many eveuts. 
Standard of performances ranged from "Olympic" in most of the jumps 
and throws, as well as in the hurdles and relays, to "ordinary" in 
the majority of the running events. 

Rafer Johnson fulfilled the hope of this distant observer by 
shattering the record of records with a sound decathlon score of 
8,302 points, which could have been better but for adverse weather 
conditions on the second daye This was no doubt the most spectacular 
feat in the history of the decathlon since the days of Jim Thorpe. 
After a fantastic "come-through" in the javelin (72.59 m. or 238'2") 
Johnson had already clinched the world record! His gallant effort 
in the last event, the 1500 meters, left Russia's Vasiliy Kuznyetsov 
more than 400 points behind. 

Oleg Ryakhovskiy of USSR provided the other world mark of the 
meet with a hop, step, jump of 16.59 m. (54'5"1/4), about an inch 
over A.Ferreira da Silva's 1955 effort. 

All things considered, the United States should not be discontent 
with the outcome of the match, even if most experts had envisaged a 
wider winning margin. As was to be expected, the absence of men like 
Gutowski, Bell, Don Bragg cost valuable points. Morrow and/or Sime 
would have helped the sprint relay to set a new world record. And it 
would be difficult to explain to some European observers why Don 
Bowden was touring Scandinavia (and doing 1:47.8!) when he should 
have been in Moscow to flank Courtney in the 800 meters there. 

A lesson should be derived from this match: if Uncle Sam is to 
maintain his leadership in the most essential of all sports, U.S. 
track authorities had better wake up to the fact that international 
meets are conducted on the basis of the Olympic -not the N.C.A.A.- 
program. True, some unexpected points came the U.S. way in the non- 
college events, but then this is just an indication of the results 
that could be achieved if more encouragement and better opportuni- 
ties were given to the many athletes who like such events. 

In Moscow the United States lost valuable points in the high 
jump and pole vault. Upsets of this kind in these and other tradi- 
tionally American events are likely to occur more often in the 
future, because competition (not only from USSR) is growing in 
strength. Hence the necessity of making up for such losses by 
devoting more attention to neglected events. 

Most of the real "standouts" of the Moscow meet were on the U.S. 
side: Glenn Davis scored a great "double" and ran the anchor leg in 
the victorious 4x400 meter relay; Parry O'Brien missed his world 
shot put record by about 4", Rink Babka in the discus and Hal 
Connolly in the hammer had "best-on-record" marks for the European 
continent; Ernie Shelby was over 26' in the broad jump; Ira Murch- 
ison and Ed Collymore ran the metric century in 10.2; and the 
sprint relay team, with hop, step, jumper Ira Davis in the anchor 
leg, ran 39.6 -one tenth off the world record. 

Curiously enoush, the USSR team had also been selected on the 
basis of results in the National Championships. However, the Russian 
title meet was held in Tallinn, Esthonia, a week before the Moscow 
match, and Kuts was the only valuable man lost in the process. As 
usual, the Russians showed great uniform strength but comparatively 
few "standouts" of Olympic caliber. Next to Ryakhovskiy, honorable 
mention should go to Yuriy Styepanov, who finally showed his class 
even with regular shoes (that is, regular under present IAAF rules). 
Vladimir Bulatov, surprise winner of the pole vault, was perhaps 
the happiest man in the Russian team. 

The huge Bolshoi arena was not filled to capacity: there were 
about 75,000 spectators on the first day, and perhaps no more than 
30,000 on the second, a Monday. All Western observers seemed to 
agree on one point -the friendly attitude of the Russian public 
toward the suests from America. Not only Johnson was given a big 
ovation for his fabulous effort, but also Jerry Smartt was cheered 
by the crowd when he resisted the temptation to give up and finished 
an irreparably lost 10,000 meters. 

We noticed an anomaly in the scoring system. The losing team in 
the relays -which, not unexpectedly, turned out to be USSR- got 3 
points, instead of 2 as in all European dual meets. In our opinion, 
5 to 2 is more adequate than 5 to 3, since here it is a 4-man team, 
not an individual, that proves superior to the opposite side. (In 
individual events the score was, of course, 5-3-2-1). Not important? 
Maybe, but without this trick USSR would have totaled 2 points less 
in the men's events and one less in the women's match, and the 
result of the "combined" match -what a ridiculous thing!- would have 
been 170 to 169 for USA, instead of 172 to 170 for USSR .o.. 

Here is a brief commentary on the various events, in the order 
in which they were contested. Unfortunately, Western reporters in 
the Russian capital were not lavish in giving out details. 





I.Day (July 27). Overcast, but little or no rain; warm. 

100 meters--Little Ira Murchison, in second lane, had his usual good 
start and was never threatened. Collymore, in the outside lane, ran 
a steady race and was half a yard behind his teammate at the tape. 
Bartenyev and Konovalov were more or less at the top of their form

but never had the ghost of a chancee Both winner and runner-up were 
credited with a fast 10.2 -best-on-record for Russian meets. 

Us 8, USSR 3. 

110 meter hurdles--Another easy U.S. sweep. Robinson turned the 
tables on AAU champ Hayes Jones. The winner's time -13.9- was a bit 
conservative according to the majority of experts. Mikhailov was a 
well-beaten third in 14.2: he is nowhere in a class with Germany's 
Martin Lauer, who had won 1 out of 3 from Robinson in a series of 
close tussles in Germanye 

Us 8 (16), USSR 3 (6). 

Hammer throw--Hal Connolly once more gave proof of his great competi 
tive heart. He opened with a throw of 64.99 (213'2"1/2) -that a 
sufficed to take the edge off a nervous Krivonosov. The Olympic 
champ, though not fully recovered from his injuries, reportedly had 
a "great series", which no Western reporter cared to transmit. He 
won at 67.28 (220'8"1/2) -best-on-record for the Suropean continent 
(Krivonosov's European record, 67.32 or 220'10"1/2, was made’in the 
Asian town of Tashkent). Al Hall had a close battle with Samots- 
vetov, who had beaten him in Melbourne, and here managed to turn the 
tables on his Russian colleague. Krivonosov was a poor fourth, and 
most of his, throws were under 60 meters. 

us 8 (24), USSR 3 (9). 

400 meters--Glenn Davis, in his favored outside lane, ran his usual 
great race. Southern tried to hang on, but enterin= the homestretch 
he had little or nothing left, and Rakhmanov gradually began to 
close the gape The Texan needed a desperate effort to stay just 
ahead of the Russian, who lowered his personal best to 47.5. Davis 
was timed in 45.6, but somebody said he was s&ving energies for 

the 400 meter hurdles and the 4x400m relay the next day! Nikolskiy, 
Russia's second string, never was in the hunt. It should be noted 
that Ignatyev had sustained an injury at the National Championships 
the week before, whe" he was just beginning to recover from a 
serious illness. 

US S (32), USSR 3 (22). 

Shot put--America's fifth "double", the easiest of them all, came in 
the iron ball game. Parry O'Brien (who a few days earlier had a re- 
ported practice toss of 19.91 or 65'4" !) had high fever for a sus- 
pected case of infection in which other members of the team were 
also involved (allegedly after using the same glass to clean teeth 
while at the hotel). However, he showed that even a feverish 

O'Brien can be better than all sound shotputters. His series inclu. 
ded only throws the like of which Russians pad never seen: 15.71 
(61°4"3/4) . 18.87 (61°11") = 18.53 (60°9"1/2) = 18.60 (62° "1/4) . 
19.14 (62'9"1/2) . 18.52 (60'9"1/4). As for "le petit", Dallas Long, 
he was content with three valid throws -17.77 (58'3"3/4) - 17.61 
(57'9"1/4) ~ 17.62 (57'9"3/4). Loshchilov and “ipsnis were hope- 
lessly outclassed, as expected. 

us 8 (40), USSR 3 (15). 

10,000 meters--This race broke the chain of US victories, again as 
anticipated. Zhuxov, who topped the 1958 World List at 29:04.4, and 
Desyatchikov, were somewhat tired after the terrific races of a few 
days before at the National Championships, yet they won comfortably.

Broad jump--Ernie Shelby had to produce his best legitimate jump 
ever to stay ahead of Igor Ter-Ovanesyan, vastly improved since 
Melbourne. Shelby's winning effort -7.94 or 26' "1/2)~ was 
presented as best-on-record for USSR meetse Jackson saved third 
from Fyedoseyev, who had upset Ter-Ovanesyan the week before 

with a wind-assisted 7.75 (25'5"1/4),. 

US 7 (53), USSR 4 (34), 

20 Km. Walk--This event, which usually is not included in the 
program of European dual meets (!), brought Russia an easy sweepe 
US 3 (56), USSR 8 (42), 

4x100 m. relay--Murchison's blitz start practically settled the 
issue! The Russians were unable to duplicate their fine Melbourne 
race -Tokaryev is no longer the man who once made the Olympic 200m 
final, and broad jumper Ozolin also appeared to be a weak point. 
Murchison, Collymore, Segrest and Ira Davis sped to a great 39.6 - 
certainly a praise to the hyperfast Moscow track, and an indica- 
tion of what the best U.S. quartet (which?) could do, if properly 
drilled for a while. 

US 5 (61), USSR 3 (45). 


II.Day (July 28). Cool; track heavy due to overnight and morning 
rain. 

200 meters--Russia's power sprinters were more "at home" on the 
dead track. Especially Konovalov looked like a possible winner at 
one time, and Collymore had to go all out to nip him at the end. 
Segrest tied up in the last 50 meters, and Bartenyev took third. 

US 6 (67), USSR 5 (50). 

800 meters--Tom Courtney was feverish like O'Brien, yet competition 
was not such as to worry him in the least. He led from start to 
finish (400 meters in 54.7). The second U.S. string, Mike Peake, 
was outsprinted by the Russian duo Govorov-Varrake 

US 6 (73), USSR 5 (55). 

400 meter hurdles--Glenn Davis described the track as "dead", Under 
the circumstances he merely ran to win. Even so, his 50.4 was a best 
-on-record for the Moscow tracke Consistent Josh Culbreath never 
had any trouble with the old Russian duo Lituyev-Yulin, and actually 
finished pretty close to Davis. The Russians posted their fastest 
times for the season. 

us 8 (81), USSR 3 (58). 

Discus throw--The best Russian, Algis Baltusnikas, was out of the 
team after placing no better than third at the national champion- 
ships. Judging from his potential (over 56 meters twice this year), 
he could have made it a bit closer for Babka and Oerter. Babka had 
a good series, his best marks being 57.00 (187'0"), 56.59 (165'&") 
and 56.26 (184'7"). His top effort was 2 centimeters over Consoli- 
ni's European All Comers "record". Oerter also had a good day, with 
five throws over 180' and a best of 56.37 (184'11"1/4), Trusenyev 
and Bukhantsev fell much below their marks of the previous week. 

us 8 (89), USSR 3 (61). 

High jump--This was perhaps the most eagerly awaited event. The 
Russians were using a 13 mm ("1/2) sole on their take-off shoe, 

as allowed by the new IAAF rule. Their footwear was subjected to 

a close inspection by US officials. Dumas more than ever before 
relied on the enormous lifting power of his take-off leg, and 

used the run-up to little or no advantage. All four competitors, 
including the amazing Paul Stuber, cleared 2.03 (6'7"7/3). Dumas 
concentrated for a seemingly endless time before taking his last 
try at 2.06 (6'9"1/8). Like other great jumpers of the past, he 
can be beaten at "medium" heights sometimes. Probably a bit nervous 
(for the first time in his career?), Charley three times walked 
away from the waiting bar without attempting to jump. The public 
too was getting nervous. When Dumas finally tried to go over, he 
had a bad failure. Styepanov, approaching the bar from the right, 
cleared 2.06, 2.09 (6'10'1/4) and 2.12 (6'11"1/2) always first 
time. He attempted 2.15 (7' "5/8) when it was beginning to rain 

a little: at that height he had no chances, at least for the day. 
Kashkarov, the Olympic bronze medalist, took second from Dumas 

on the fewer misses' counte Stuber's performance in clearing the 
same height as Dumas and Kashkarov probably passed unnoticed for 
the majority of observers. Yet the Californian boy wonder showed 
that the U.S. has a future in this event. 

US 3 (92), USSR 8 (69). 

1500 meters--Valyavko and Pipyné set the pace for most of the dis- 
tancee Jim Grelle started his bid on the backstretch of the last 
lap and quickly built up a 5-yard lead. Pipyné, the Lithuanian who 
ran 3:41.1 last year, just could not close the gap but staved off 
the attack of Ed Moran. A fine showing by the comparatively little 
known UeSe duo. 

US 7 (99), USSR 4 (73). 

Ho step and jump--Oleg Ryakhovskiy, the Uzbekistan-born USSR champ 
SPATE ond 1980 brought the world record back to Russia with his 
second effort, a magnificent 16.59 (54'5"'1/4), three centimeters 
over A.Ferreira da Silva's 1955 mark. Ryakhovskiy, who is 1.75 
(5'9") tall and weighs 69 kilos (152 pounds), uses a phenomenal 
"jump", if we are to judge from what he showed at Rome last fall. 
His other tries were anti-climactic. However, here's his series, just 
for the record: 15.98 (52'°5"1/4) - 16.59 (54'5"1/4) . 14.85 (48198" 
5/8) = 15.17 (49°9"1/4) - 15.10 (49'6"'1/2) - foul. His countryman 
Kreer was more consistent and had three marks over 16 meters: 

16.03 (5271/4), 16.09 (52°9"1/2) and 16.30 (53'5"3/4), the latter 
being his best ever. Floerke and Ira Davis were outclassed, as 
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expected, even though the former produced his best-ever mark. 

US 3 (102), USSR 8 (81). 

3000 meters steeplechase~-The Russians were hot favorites on the 
strength of their marks at the Nationals the week before (Rzhish- 
chin 8:35.6, equaling the world record, and Ponomaryev 8:40.46). 
AAU champ Charlie Jones followed Rzhishchin (optimistic enough to 
try for a new world record notwithstanding the poor track) for the 
first 1400 meters, then dropped back irreparablye Phil Coleman, how- 
ever, rose to the best Ashenfelter traditions and shunted Ponoma- 
ryev to third. Rzhishchin's winning time - 8:42.0- was great under 
such conditionse Coleman's 8:47.6 was highly commendable too. 

US 4 (106), USSR 7 (88). 

Javelin throw--This turned out to be a sloppy event with very un- 
even distances. Vladimir Kuznyetsov won from Esthonian Charles Vall- 
manne Cantello and Held confirmed that the U.eSe has recently lost 
valuable ground in this event. 

US 3 (109), USSR 8 (96). 

5000 meters--From the standpoint of drama and suspense, this was 
the best event of the match. Here as in the 10000, the Russians 
started favorites on the strensth of their excellent marks at the 
Nationals, when Kuts had to be content with Sth althoush running 
14:12.2 ! Bolotnixov and Paérnakivi were first and second in that 
race, in 13:58.8 and 13:59.8 respectively. Apparently, the two 
Russians had not fully recovered though, or maybe the heavy track 
proved too much for them. As it was, they set the pace from the 
start to the next-to-the-last lap. The Americans went wild at 

the bell and quickly passed Bolotnikov, who appeared to be limping.

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U.S. vs. POLAND 


New Steeplechase Record 


Warsaw, August 1 & 2--Four days after the Moscow meet, the UsS. 
national team crossed swords with another formidable opponent- 
Poland. In some ways, the task facing American trackmen in Warsaw 
was more arduous than the one in Moscow. The perfectly drilled 
Poles, with their national championships 11 days behind, were 
rounding into top form for the European Championships. This 
Polish team had gone through 14 international dual meets with- 
out suffering a single loss. Then it is generally conceded that 
the Poles have more competitive fire than their Russian cousins, 
especially when "the pressure is on". Finally, the Poles wanted 
to show the world that they could do better than the Russians. 
Thousands of fans were at the stadium 3 hours before the start 
of the meet. When the teams entered the huge "Tenth Anniversary" 
arena, this was filled almost to capacity (100,000). Dry, sunny 
weather came as a relief to most American trackmen after the 
rainy days in Moscow. 

The guests from America met the challenge without faltering. 
Some points were unexpectedly lost, yet the U.S. team confirmed 
its overall strength. When the end came, the U.S. led Poland by 
18 points, 115 to 97. However, the picture in the track events 
was less advantageous than in Moscow: 5 American victories (100, 
200, 400 meters flat, 110 and 400 meters hurdles) were counter. 
balanced by 5 Polish victories in the middle and long distances, 
and the steeplechase. Americans learned that they could do 
eT 3243.2, 14:04.8 and 8:40.8 yet lose regularly all of these 
races 

Hero of the meet was Jerzy Chromik, who has returned to the 
steeplechase with more enthusiasm than ever before. He shattered 
the world record jointly held by Rozsnydéi and Rzhishchin (8:35.6) 
with a nifty 8:32.0. Zdzislaw Krzyszkowiak, one of Poland's most 
versatile runners, was second in 8:33.6, also under the previous 
mark. Phil Coleman, third, set a new U.S. record of 8:40.8, thus 
removing from the books "Nip" Ashenfelter's 8:45.4 of Helsinki 
fame. 

The Americans won the relays easily -the score here in Warsaw 
was the normal 5 to 2, which incidentally means that if the same 
score had been adopted in Moscow, the Russians would come out 1 
point worse than the Poles vis-&-vis the winning Americans! U.S. 
jumpers fared better than in Moscow. Ernie Shelby confirmed his 
great consistency, and Jackson upset Grabowski, who had done 
7.81 (25'7"1/2) at the Polish Championships. Ron Morris produced 
a fine 15' "1/4 (4.58) vault, which was badly needed to win be- 
cause Zenon Wazny raised the Polish record to 4.53 (14'10"1/4). 
Dumas partly made amends for his poor showing in Moscow with a 
fine 2.11 (6'11"1/8) jump. 

The throws saw a number of upsets. Hall and Connolly came out 
of a close hammer battle no better than second and fourth respect. 
ively, since Tadeusz Rut chose the occasion to set a new Polish 
record of 64.41 (211'4"). Babka barely beat Poland's consistent 
Edmund Piatkowski in the discus. O'Brien replaced Oerter in this 
event but had to be content with third. 

Certainly, this Warsaw meet well epitomized Poland's spectacu.- 
lar rise to track greatness. Home athletes bettered 4 national 
records. Next to Chromik and Krzyszkowiak, their outstanding men 
on the track were Marian Jochman and Zbigniew Makomaski. The 
former made a sensational 5000 meter debut: 13:54.6! The latter 
outeprinted the great Courtney in a hectic 800 meter finish. 
1:46.7 to 1:46.8. Kazmierski of Poland was a close third in 1:46.9. 
Makomaski is a 27-year-old Wizard of the Finish. He successfully 
competed on the West Coast, and has a 400m best of 47.3. 

U.Se middle distance runners were pretty sharp, even in defeat: 
Ed Moran ran the 1500 in 3:43.2, four tenths off Wes Santee's na- 
tional record. Bill Dellinger missed Truex' 5000m record by 6 
tenths with a good 14:04.8. 

Glenn Davis ran 45.5 on the first day (this time Southern was 
only 1 full second behind ..) and 49.8 on the second, then gave 
his contribution toward a great 3:05.8 in the 4x400m relay. S

Davis Runs 400H in 49.2 


Budapest, Hungary, Aug. 6--Disappointed because he ran "only" 45.6 
yesterday, tireless Glenn Davis charged over nine flights of 36" hurdles, hit 
the 10th barrier, stumbled and still finished the 400 meter event in a new world 
record time of 49, 2, 

It was the Ohio Stater's third world record this season, following his 
45.7 for 440 yards and 49.9 for 440 yard hurdles, achieved in the NCAA and 
AAU meets. And the 49, 2 clocking thus won 400meter--440 yard hurdle honors 
away from Gert Potgieter, whose recent 49.7 for 440 yards is regarded as the 
equal of 49.4 for 400 meters. Davis' official 400m record is the 49.5 he set in 
the 1956 American Olympic trials, 

The performance highlighted the third overseas appearance of the U.S. 
national track team. After meeting Russia and Poland, the American squad here 
took on Hungary, and some Czechs, in a non-scoring meet and dominated it, 

One other official world mark was bettered as Istvan Rozsavolgyi ran 
his fastest 1500 meters, a sparkling 3:40.3, Feared over the hill ever since 
the ill-fated revolution of 1956, Roza ran three-tenths faster than his official 
world mark of 3:40. 6 (actually 3:40.5). But still awaiting approval are the 
3: 38.1 by Stan Jungwirth and 3:40, 2 by Olwvi Salsola, 

Szekeres of Hungary ran the first 400m in 57.6, followed by Rozsavolgyi, 
L. Kovacs of Hungary and Bill Dellinger and Pete Morandf the U.S. Kiss hit the 
800 in 1:58 and Rozsa took over for a 2:58 time at 1200 meters. He won by a 
solid but not gaudy margin over Lajos Kovacs, who cut his personal best from 
3:45 to a fine 3:41.1, and Dellinger, who stepped down from the 5000 to hang 
up a new Amsrican record of 341.5. The former mark was 3:42,8 by Wes 
Santee, enroute to one of his Compton mile wins, 

The i2mk day of the meet saw a number of sparkling performances by 
the American visitors. Rink Babka upped his personal and European all-comers 
records to 188'48. Hayes Jones and Ancel Robinson dueled over a fast high 
hurdle flight, Jones winning as both clocked their best ever, 13,6. Charley 
Dumas came back to life with a 6'114 high jump, and Tom Cai rmey ran 1:47.0. 
But the star, of course, was Davis. 

"I was trying harder than ever before" said talented Glenn, "The track 
was too wet last night. If it had been dry, I think I could have clocked a time of 
45.2 instead of 45.6 seconds. Being disappointed about my performance yes- 
terday, I took off tonight like a 100 meter runner." Observers felt that had 
the Ohioan not hit the final hurdle he would have been under 49 seconds.

Elliott Does Mile in 3:54.5 


Dublin, August 6--Finding that rare combination of favorable conditions 
that is always necessary for a major break through on the track, Herb Elliott 
finally came close t realizing his obvious potential (for the present) when he 
smashed the world mile record with a brilliant 3:54, 5. 

After seven miles in the 3:57, 8--3:59,6 range in.just six months, the 
20-year -$ld wonderboy was overdue for a much faster race. When he found 
a good track, good weather, good competition, and good help in pushing a good 
pace, the result had: to:be better than good. 

And so it was, Hlliott chopped nearly three seconds off Ibbotson's still 
unrecognized 3:9f%.% and even more off the accepted world mark of 3:58.0 by 
John Landy, There was no question but that the mark should ultimately be 
approved as an official IAAF world mark, 

It was the second world mark in less than a month on this brand new 
track. A light rain helped, rather than hindered, for, according to track 
officials, it put the course in excellent condition, And the competition was 
there, as the final results will testify: 

2nd, Merv Lincoln, Australia, 3:55.9, second fastest mile ever, 

3rd, Ron Delany, Ireland, 3:57.5, fourth fastest mile ever. 

4th, Murray Halberg, New Zealand, 3:57.5, fifth fastest mile ever. 

5th, Albie Thomas, Australia, 3:58.6, to become the equal eighth all 
time best performer. 

The pace was near perfect with Herb in the fortunate position of not 
having to do any of the leader's work, Thomas, the new world recordman in 
the three-mile and a 4:01.5 miler until today, was responsible for the early 
pace. He led at the quarter in 58.0 with Lincoln just behind and Elliott third, 
as the small field remained bunched, 

Through another quarter the diminutive Thomas forged the way although 
Elliott was alongside part of the distance, The clock read 1:58, 0 at the half, 
the order being Thomas, Elliott, Lincoln, Halberg and Delany. On the third 
circuit this talented crew found a new pace pusher, and unexpectedly, in Lincoln. 
Herb, who has prayed that a legitimate competitor could share the work through 
a sub-three minute 1320, found the answer to his dreams as they got the bell in 
2:59.0. 

Going into the last lap, Herb moved to the front ahead of Lincoln, Hal- 
berg, on the outside, and Thomas, were about three yards back of the leader 
and Delany trailed by another three yards, but the King of the Kick was still in 
good position and his home town crowd was going wild. 

In any other field it could have been anybody's race but this Herb Elliott 
is a rare breed of cat and he was in his element. Pouring it on over the final 
run for the tape, the young Aussie built up a large lead and at the end had some 
12 yards on Lincoln--the second fastest man in history. 

The 1500meter mark was reached by Elliott in 3:39,6, a full second 
under the official world mark, But meet badge-wearers said the 1500m time 
was unofficial and could not be sumitted for a record. Elliott covered the last 
120 yards in 14.9, within .6 of the best ever fast-mile finish, and hit a speedy 
55.5 for the final 440, 

The performance fulfilled the pretliction of Elliott's coach, Percy Cerutty, 
who said Herb would be the first to run under 3:55.0, And it came close to 
fulfilling Cerutty's statement, ridiculed way back in 1951, that a 3:53 mile was 
possible, 

Afterwards, this light was shed: 

Elliott: "The pace was terrific. During the first half mile I knew I was 
running the fastest race of my life. It was definitely my night. Conditions were 
perfect, AndI must thank the wonderful enthusiasm of the Irish crowd for their 
terrific applause on my last lap, I think a 3:50 mile could come within a couple 
of years. Of course we shall need track conditions like the ones we had here-- 
conditions as near to perfect as any runner could want." 

Delany: "There is only one way to beat Elliott. That's to tie his legs 
together. " 

Roger Bannister: "Absolutely incredible." 

Lincoln: ‘It's the best race I have run in my life. I feel right on top 
of the world," 

Elliott: "They got off a little too fast for me but I managed to catch up 
with two laps to go (?). I found the pace really punishing, particularly amongst 
the laders. I realized by the three-quarter mark that world record figures 
were possible for perhaps the first four. I felt strong at the finish and I had no 
doubt of the result. But plenty of credit is due to that terrific early pace set by 
Thomas and Lincoln," 





Bank Notes

Rafer Johnson's world record wasn't the only outstanding feature of the 
great Moscow decathlon, Johnson's 3773 points on the second day was the 
highest total ever scored in the final events, exceeding by one point the 2nd 
day: effort of Kuznetsov in his world record 8014, Kuznyetsov had the best ever 
second place score and Kutyenko the best ever fourth place total. It was the 
first time four men had been over 7000 points in one meet, and it was the third 
time in five weeks that both Johnson and Dave Edstrom had been over 7000, 
Johnson, as great a competitor as there ever was, scored personal decathlon 
bests in three straight finishing events--the discus, vault and javelin--just as 
he did at Melbourne to beat off Kuznetsov's challenge both times. And Rafe's 
238'2 is the best decathlon javelin throw ever.

Thomas Runs Two in 8:32 


Dublin, August 7--Little Albie Thomas continued to push Australia to the 
fore of the world's middle distance and distance runners when he claimed his 
second international mark within the month, hitting 8:32.0 for two miles. 

The 5'5", 126 pounder knocked 1, 4 seconds off Sandor Zharos world 
best of 1955, and did it on the very same track where he had broken Iharos 
three-mile world mark, It was a tremendous run, compounded of a 4:10 last 
mile (and a 2:02 last half) and made more impressive by the knowledge that 
only on the previous day Thomas had run the mile in 3:58, 6, 

Thomas got lots of help--and considerable competition--from country- 
man Herb Elliott. Yesterday Thomas carved most of the early pace in Herb's 
3:54,5 stunner, Today Elliott, bouncing back full of run, did the work. Herb, 
whose previous best was a 9:01 two years ago, led for five laps with splits of 
63, 2:10, 3:10, and 4:22,0, Then, apparently spurred by the call of the below 
schedule mile time, Elliott picked up the tempo, reeling off a brilliant 61- 
second fifth lap. 

Albie, always close on Elliott's flying heels, took over in the sixth lap, 
which dropped down to 67 for a 6:30 time at a mile and a half. Now began the 
long drive for home with each of the final two quarters consumated in 61 
seconds, Elliott, unable to live with the pace, fought gamely but gradually 
dropped back as the 15, 000 spectators, thrilled by the magnificent duel, began 
the same sustained frenzy of cheering that helped bring Elliott home yesterday, 

At the finish Elliott was some 35 yards back with a fine time of 8:37.6. 

It was the equal fourth best two-mile of all time, ranking only behind Thomas, 
Iharos, Ken Wood who ran 8:34,8 behind Iharos, Peter Clark of Great Britain 
ran the same 8:37,6 just three days ago. 

Thomas, like Elliott, is a product of hyper-successful coach Percy 
Cerutty. He is 23 and an accountancy clerk from Sydney, Understandably, 
Albie rates this new Santry Stadium track as his favorite. 

Albie's last 13 miles, covered in 6:22, is the fastest known, surpassing 
the 6:26 best on record by Gordon Pirie in 1955, His record pace was some- 
what different from Iharos' 2:07, 4:17, 2 and 6:31, 2, 

Pirie lost another unrecognized world record when Murray Halberg won 
a four-mile race in 18:22,6, Dave Power, another Australian (and like Halberg, 
advised by coach Cerutty), was second in 18:30.6, also under Pirie's best on 
record 18: 35. 6 of 1953, 

Ron Delany won the 880 in 1:52.7, with Merv Lincoln fifth. The hurdles 
went to Keith Gardner in 14,1 and Dave Lean in 53,1, Mike Agostini captured 
the furlong in 21,0 and on the field John Lawlor, who goes to school at Boston U., 
upped his Irish national record to an excellent 21111".

Germany 


Willie Atterberry--Ran 400m in 46.7 at the opening meet of the tour 
(Ludwigshafen, 1 July), without being extended. Also did 21.3n on 
same occasion. Pulled a muscle in the second meet, while running 
the 400m hurdles against Potgieter and Janze Resumed competition in 
the latter part of the tour, but was obviously unable to go all 
News agencies credited him with a 49.5 for the intermediate hurdles, 
but this was made over 400m flat (Augsburg). 

Dave Davis--Beat Meconi, Urbach and Wegmann, who rank among Europe's 
best. Did 18.31 (60'1") at Duisburg, 5 July, and 18.02 at Munich, 
12 July. His "poorest" winning throw was at Cologne, 17.61 -well 
over 57'. 

Ancel Robinson--Equaled his best ever (13.8) at the opening meet 

in Ludwigshafen , 1 July, with an assisting wind of 3.0 m/s. Four 
days later at Duisburg he won a close battle in 14.1 against the 
South African duo Malan (14.1) - Swart (14.2). By then he was ready 
for his clashes against Europe's best-ever hurdler, Martin Lauer. 
At Cologne, 9 July, he was off to an excellent start -that quickly 
won margin sufficed for a narrow win over Lauer. Both men were 
credited with 13.7. Jakobus Swart of South Africa and Glinther Brand 
of Germany were 3rd and 4th respectively, both in 13.9. For the first 
time hurdlers from three continents were under 14 secs. in the same 
race. Three days later at Munich, Lauer turned the tables on 
Robinson -13.8 to 14.0. The third and last clash was at Augsburg, 13 
July, and Robinson won by less than a foot, both men again doing 
13.7. There was no aiding wind in the two 13.7 races. Robinson 

also ran 100 meters in 10.5 (Ludwigshafen, 1 July). 

Willie White--Opened with a great 10.3 at Ludwigshafen, barely 
beating Edmund Burg, 10.3, while Nitterer was third in 10.5. The 
wind was 1.34 m/s. On the same occasion he also ran 200m in 21.2, 
beating Atterberry, 21.3, and Burg, 21.35. At Duisburg, 5 July, he 
beat South Africa's Jeffreys in the 100 -10.5 to 10.6- but lost 

to the Springbok ace in the 200 -21.5 to 21.2. At Cologne he ran 
against Germany's best -Germar and Hary. Germar produced his great 
finish and won comfortably in 10.3, but White just nipped Hary for 
2nd, both in 10.4. In the 200, run around a slight turn, Germar 

was again first in 20.7, with White end in 20.8 and South Africa's 
Gordon Day 3rd in 21 flat. In this race Germar lagged two meters 
behind White and Day with only 50 meters to go -his finish was 
again fantastic.

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EUROPEAN REPORT

The VI. European Track and Field Championships (Stockholm, 19/24 
August) will be underway by the time these lines reach readerse Al- 
though preceded by such fine meets at the British Empire Games in 
Cardiff and the USSR vs. USA match in Moscow, the Stockholm affair 
is expected to excel every trackfest of the past with the possible 
exception of the Melbourne Olympics. There should be no weak points, 
and every event is likely to affect to leading ranks of the 1958 
World Liste 

With Kuts (almost certainly) not in the meet, Pirie and Ibbotson 
in poor form, Moéns a doubtful starter, there will be a rush for 
several vacant thrones in the middle and long distances. To us, 
the interesting thing to learn from these Championships will be 
this: has Europe any new superrunners capable of meeting the 
tremendous challenge which is sure to come from "Down Under" for 
the 1960 Olympics? Pre-championships times in the middle and long 
distances are impressive in quantity, not in quality. Are the top 
men biding their time for the big Stockholm meet, or is there a 
standstill at the top -after many years of non-stop record breaking? 

USSR should naturally prove the number 1 country, but will have 
no bed of roses for opponents are growing in number. Amazing Poland 
seems to have several "sharp" men right now. Germany (united for 
the occasion) should be in the higher ranks in most of the running 
events. Britain will try to make amends for her unsuccessful showing 
in the track events at Cardiff. 

Here is a report on the latest European meets, along with a 
brief discussion of Stockholm prospects. 


Sprints--The 100 meters at the German Championships in Hannover 
really provided the fireworks. Four 10.2's on the same day (20 
July)! Veteran (27) Heinz Fliitterer amazed onlookers by winning his 
semi-final from Armin Hary, Germany's latest sprint.find. The 
finish was very close and both men were given 10.2, time which 
equals the European record. The wind was 1.42. Even so, surprise 
was great because place winners Sundermann and Gernandt were 
also credited with fast times (10.4). In the final, Flitterer 
never appeared to be "in the money", but Hary ran a great race, 
and Germar had to produce an all out effort to come out on top - 
for his 68th consecutive victory! Both Germar and Hary, who was 
at least a foot behind, were credited with 10.2. This time the 
wind was absolutely nil -0.0 m/s. Fiitterer was third in 10.4. The 
day before -19 July- Germar had won the 200 meters easily in 
20.9. The 23-year-old German is expected to score a double in 
Stockholm -same as Fitterer in Bern four years ago. In our 
opinion, his strongest rival should be Jocelyn Delecour of 
France, who ran 20.9 around a full turn at the French Champion- 
ships (Colomoes, 26 July). It will be remembered that 23-year- 
old Delecour ran the 100 in 10.3 at Warsaw, vanquishing the 
best Eastern Suropeanse Few people outside France would bet on 
Delecour azainst sermar, yet we think the tussle will be closer 
than senerally expected. Germany should be represented by 
yermar and Hary in the 100, Germar and maybe Naujoks in the 200. 
Hary should be no worse than third in the 100, but Naujoks is a 
weaker vrospect. Other possible finalists: Foik of Poland and Rad- 
ford of Britain in the 100, Segal of Britain and Mandlik of CSR in 
the 200. Russia's duo Bartenyev-Konovalov is also to be reckoned 
with for a final placing, especially in the 200. Too bad Italy's 
rising sorinters serruti and Galbiati, both credited with 10.4 at 
16, are not likely to be at their best since recoverinz: from inju- 
ries. 

The Big 3 of the 400 meters -Ignatyev, Haas, Hellsten- do not 
look particularly sh right now. The Russian is a doubtful 
starter, tne & s to be past his peak, and Hellsten is 
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rounding into form very slowly. Karl Kaufmann, formerly a 100/200 
nan, has successfully turned to the 400, winning the German title 
at 46.9 (Hannover, 20 July), from Haas, 47.3. Britain is an odds-

In tne latter he will meet Klaus Richtzenhain of Germany, 
who was runner-up in Melbourne. The German again emerged from 
obscurity at the right moment to win the “ast German title from 
Herrmann and Siegfried Valentin -the finish was pretty close: 
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3242.6, 3:42.7, 3:42.9! Jungwirth has been biding his time so far, 
yet it will be difficult for him to live to his 3:38.1 reputation. 
Sverige's idol, Dan Waern, is coming up slowly after many early 
season losses. Finland's Olavi Vuorisalo, a rough competitor with a 
very strong finish, should not be underestimated. Few people would 
now bet on Hungary's onetime great, Rozsavolgyi. It will probably 
take history's second fastest time -i.e. anything between 3:38.1 
and 3:40.2- to win the Stockholm final. 


long Distances--Poland, Britain and USSR are the big powers of 
European distance running. The Poles seem to be quite fit and are 
known as hard workers with a strong finish. The Russians will bad- 
ly miss Kuts, now that Bolotnikov too is on the injured list.

for Britain's Stan Eldon, he'll be out for revenge after failing 

at the first major test of his career (Cardiff). Poland's strongest 
man, Krzyszkowiak, could run the 5000 or the steeplechase.

event (in which he broke the world record in 1955) at Bratislava, 
29 June, and missed Rozsnydi's world mark by 2 tenths, with 8:35.8. 
Rzhishchin was an easy winner at the Russian Chs.(Tallinn, 21 
July) in 8:35.6, equalling Rozsnyoi's figure. Ponomaryev, Yevdoki- 
mov and Vlasenko were all under 8:45 (times given in B.P. List). 
But the real blow came in the Poland vss USA meet, when Chromik 
and Krzyszkowiak began to live up to their great potential (both 
men are in the sub-8 min. class on the flat route). In Stock- 

holm it will be a battle --speed (Chromik & Krzyszkowiak) vs. 
experience (Rzhishchin). Chromik was our favorite in 1954, when 
injury prevented him from running the final, so he'll be our 
favorite once moree Rzhishchin is undefeated since November 1956, 
but then even Kazantsev was much in the same position before 
meeting "Nip" Ashenfelter at Helsinki ... 


Hurdles--Martin Lauer of Germany will be one of the hottest 
favorites at Stockholm. He has three 13.7 marks in the "highs", 
two of which in narrowly losing to Ancel Robinson, and the third 
in winning at Hannover, 19 July, against a very slight wind. Stan- 
ko Lorger of Yugoslavia is our favorite for the second spot. Mikhai-. 
lov, Brand, Mazza and Dohen of France should have a hot battle for 
third, with possible interferences from others. Olsen of Norway ran 
14.2 at Oslo, 18 July, but he is not very consistent. 

Helmut Janz of Germany ran the "intermediates" in 50.9 at 
Cologne, 9 July, second to Potgieter's 50.0. Lituyev and Yulin, 
the heroes of the 1954 final in Bern, can obviously point to a 
great "routine". But are they capable of running sub-5l races now? 
Britain's Chris Goudge is coming along fine, and Sweden's Trollsas 
is also likely to be in the money. Italy's Salvatore Morale, last 
year's sensation, will not compete. Under these circumstances, the 
Stockholm final could well be one of upsets. 


Jumps--After his victory over Charley Dumas, Yuriy ("The Shoe") 
Styepanov appears to have the inside lane in the run for the EM. 
title. But Sweden has good vertical leapers. The announcer at the 
Swedish Championships presented Bertil Holmgren as "the noel high 
jumper in the States, and one of the best in Sweden". Yet, results 
in that all-important meet were rather indifferent: "Stickan" 
Pettersson won at 2.04 (6'8"3/8) from Dahl and Holmgren, 201 (6'7" 
1/8) both. In the E.Ch. a country can have no more than 2 entrants 
in each event, so Holmgren is not sure to participate. Most 
competitors are expected to use 13 mm ('"1/2) soles as allowed by 
the new rule. New national records of 2.08 (6'9"7/8) were achieved 
recently by Jiri Lansky for CSR at Minsk, 13 July, and by Eero Sal- 
minen at the Finnish Championships. Kashkarov should be the second 
Russian string. 

Georgios Roubanis lifted the European record to 4.60 (15'1"1/4) 
at Munich, 12 July. He'll start favorite -yet Europe has a "phalanx" 


of "American" vaulters right now. Men such as Landstrom, who did 4.57 


(15') at Helsinki, 16 July, Preussger, who got over 4.56 (14'11"1/2) 
at Leipzig, 27 July, will be hard to beat. Russia's Bulatov, who beat 
the two Americans in Moscow, and Poland's rising Zenon Wazny, both 
national record holders, are in good forme Thorlaksson of Iceland is 
a dangerous outsider. 

The leader of the broadjumpers, Henk Visser of Holland, is now 
eligible for the E.Ch. But he has been very inconsistent of late, 
performing in the range 22'6"/25'8", Igor Ter-Ovanesyan, the 20-year 
old Russian, has developed into a reliable jumper: he has 5 marks 
over 25'. His only defat was at the national championships, to Oleg 
Fyedoseyev - 7.66 (25'1"1/2) to 7.75 (25'5"1/4)-but there was a wind 
blowing on that occasion. Grabowski of Poland raised his national

record to 7.81 (25'7"1/2) at Bydgoszez, 19 July, but had only one 
valid jump against the Americans. Consistent jumpers are Bravi of 
Italy and Molzberger of Germany -the latter clinched the national 
title with a wind-assisted 7.72 (25'4"), on which occasion his best 
legal mark was 7.66 (25'1"1/2). French colonials Diak Lamine and 
Ali Brakchi are ineligible. 

Despite their great performances against the Americans, Ryakhov- 
skiy and Kreer will meet stiff competition in the hop, step, jump. 
Jézef Schmidt of Poland has marks of 16.23 (53'3"), Iédz 12 July, 
16.20, 16.11, 16.06, 15.99, 15.97, all in June-July. Olympic silver 
medalist Einarsson of Iceland recently won 1 out of 3 from A.Feda 
Silva. The Icelander is a great competitor. Eric Battista, 15.87 
(52' "3/4), Kari Rahkamo, 15.80 (51'10") and Enzo Cavalli, 15.64 
(51'3"3/4) have set new national records. 

All four jumping everlts will thus be of Olympic caliber. 


Throws--Jiri Skobla quickly moved up-to 17.8 (58'7"1/4), Minsk, 
l2 July, in ene of his first meets. He is expected to duplicate his 
1954 victor: ritain's young Arthur Rowe is reported at 59-plus in 
training, pu: has so far performed in the 56' range officially, 
save for his winning throw at Cardiff, 57'8" (17.57). Todorov and 
Lingnau are not particularly "hot" at the moment, and Meconi is 
recovering from an injury. Greece's giant shot putter, Georgios 
Tsakanikas added half-a-meter to his previous best: potentially, 

he is of "American" caliber. CSR's Jaroslav Plihal is very consist- 
ent. Russia is in the midst of a crisis, although trying to derive 
profit from the lesson given by O'Brien and Long. 

Consolini's European record in the discus has miraculously 
survived all onslaughts as of today, but I should be surprised if 
it were still alive after the Stockholm final. Poland's Edmund 
Piatkowski is a great competitor: he almost beat Babka in Warsaw 
(the American won on his last throwby less than a foot). Hungary's 
Szécsényi did 56.34 (184'10") in sweltering heat at Kiev, 13 July, 
beating Russia's young Viktor Kompaneyets, 55.79 (183' "1/2). Carol 
Lindroos raised his Finnish record to 55.31 (181'5"1/2) at Helsinki, 
15 July. Old warriors Consolini (European champ three times in a 
row!), Klics and Merta are definitely on the downgrade, yet capable 
of a good throw now and then. Baltusnikas, the Lithuanian who holds 
the USSR record, was only third at the national championships, hence 
excluded from the team for the match against USA. But he easily 
Russia's best bet in this event. 

Krivonosov's poor showing azainst USA makes the hammer a 
difficult event to predict. Certainly, the Russian champion is 
still the favorite of many, but men like Rut, Bezjak, Ellis, 

Cieply are now fairly close on his heels. And Krivonosov's teammate 
in Stockholm (Rudenkov or Samotsvetov?) will also run for top 
honors. Rudenkov's 66.34% (217'8") was at Zagreb, 29 June: at the 
nationals he was only fourth though. 

Janusz Sidlo raised his season best to 81.97 (268'11") in the 
Poland vs USA match and his consistency certainly stamps him as 
the most likely winner (he won at Bern in 1954). But present-day 
javelins are such as to make it possible for many to unleash 
a deadly throw when least expected. World record holder Daniel- 
sen has shown indifferent form so far, and so have all the Finns 
(Ahvenniemi, Suomi's best man, is injured, hence a doubtful 
starter). A man to watch will be Knut Fredrixsson of Sweden, who 
did 81.63 (267'8"1/2) at Gdvle, 26 July. "Favor", as the Swedes 
call him, is the type of thrower who can finish first or last. 
giovanni Lievore, Italy's left-hander, Macquet and oldtimers 
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Vladimir Kuznyetsov and Tsibulenko have a wide range too. 


Decathlon--Vasiliy Kuznyetsov, the great loser of the historic 
Moscow decathlon, is a sure-fire bet for the E.Me title. Walter 
Tschudi of Switzerland is as good a choice as anyone for the 2nd 


spot. 


Relays--Germany will be shooting for both title and record 
(European -39.8 by USSR) in the 4xl00m. USSR, Italy, Poland 
and Britain will be strong contenders too. 

The British appear to have a marzin in the 4x400m, which 


they so unluckily lost at Bern.

Some readers may feel we devote too much space to high school distance - 
men in this column, but with that being United States’ weak spot internationally, 
plus the fact we are finally making big strides toward improvement, we feel it 
is worth it, 

Everyone knows that Dyrol Burleson of Cottage Grove, Ore., lowered 
the best-ever prep mile time by almost four seconds this year, and many know 
that all class four-lap records went by the board--4:18, 2 by junior Archie San 
Romani, Wichita East (Kans.); 4:25. 7 by soph Sal Ramirez, Rivera El Rancho 
(Calif.); and 4:33.6 by freshman Peter Moreno, Bisbee (Ariz.). 

What most do not realize are the rapid strides being made in the two 
and three mile, With these two events not on the high school program, the 
preps are forced to wait until summer developments meets before showing 
their prowess. Tom Laris of George Washington (NYC), a great indoor 
(4:16. 9) and outdoor (4:18.9) miler, set a new all-time best in the two mile 
July 24 by clocking 9:23,5 running from scratch in a handicap race, Earlier in 
the summer Laris sped three miles in 14:56,1. 

Palo Alto (Calif.), long famous for its distance runners, has a very 
bright future with two. juniors-to-be turning in sensational suramer times, Mike 
Chilton has a best 4:26,0 and Mike Lehner a 9:49,7, both all-time world bests 
for a 15-year-old, Chilton doubles in the 880 (1:59. 5) and two-mile (10:15. 5), 
while Lehner has run 4:34, To this pair add George Linn, who has tops of 
4:25, 2 and 9:49. 7n, and you can see what Paly's cross-country and distance 
team will look like next year. Coach Forrest Jamieson is getting a fine helping 
hand this summer from Australian Alex Henderson who is working in the Palo 
Alto area. 

Incidentally, Kansas experts believe unbeaten San Romani was capable 
of close to 4:10 last season. He is the son of the former Emporia State distance 
great of the same name, 

NATIONAL RULE CHANGES 

National Interscholastic Federation officials took big steps in the right 
direction during their annuai meeting in June by passing two excellent rules, 

First, the group voted to make their field event marks uniform with 
AAU and NCAA standards by measuring to the next lower 4" for marks less 
than 100 feet, and to the lesser complete 3" for marks more than 100 feet. We 
have advocated this change and were happy to see it made, Unsvieldy fractions 
now will be eliminated and it will be easier on both athlete and fans. 

The other change involves recognition of interscholastic record in the 
sprint medley relay (440-220-220-880),. Although the rule doesn't go into effect 
until next year, it is high time this popular high school event drew official 
recognition. It also leaves the door open for possible inclusion of another 
“over -looked" relay--the distance medly--in future years. 

We were extremely disappointed, however, when the body passed over 
the 3:17.5 mile relay mark by St, Francis of Brookiyn. We had hoped that the 
federation, when considering application, could over-rule their stipulation that 
a school must be a member of its own state feder ation before a mark is accep- 
ted, St. Francis' time was entirely legitimate, being made in the Penn Relays, 

Of the 17 events in which the federation acknowledges official records, 
only 10 of their present interscholastic marks represent the best legitimate 
mark on record, For some trite reason or another, seven best-ever marks 
are eliminated,

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U.S. REPORT

Diego, 8 st This month's report will be a short one, repprting 
a few of the better all comers meet marks that I've heard about and also 
some marks made during the season that have not appeared before. 

Two very fine competitive races in the mile occurred in July. Alex 
Henderson beat anvery fine field at Eugene with Bill Dellinger right at 
his heels. A few yards back, all bunched up, were Laszlo Tabori, Jim 
Grelle, Jack Larson, and Gail Hodgson. Two weeks later at Redwood City 
Tabori was the winner with Larson a close second and Henderson a distant 
third. 

Other items to note re the all comer meets is the return to competi 
tion of Bob Gutowski, who missed the AAU meet and the European trips due 
to an injury. A second item is the great throwing of veteran Steve Sey- 
mour. Steve bettered his previous all time best of 248'10" set in 1947 ! 

Some "odd distance" marks of note were turned in on July 19th at 
New York. Ira Murchison beat Ed Collymore in a 150 yds race . Ira did 
13.8 and Ed 13.9. There was an aiding wind of 8 mph though. On the 
same occasion Jim Grelle ran 3/4 mile in 2:57.7 with Ed Moran a close 
second in 2:58.1. Another noteworty "odd distance” mark was a 6:28.5 
for 14 miles by Alex Henderson. This was at Burlingame on July 12th. 

The reason I haven't reported the 13.9 attributed to Clarence Treat 
behind Gilbert in a heat of the NAIA meet is thatI find the official 
time given for him was 14.4. This came right off the timers' card. I 
can't accept a 13.9 for Treat unless there is photographic evidence to 
show the 14.4 version is in gross error. 

A couple of corrections: check of photos show that 46.7 is a more 
correct version for Bobby Staten's 2nd place at Compton. Joe Marchiony 
did 55'7"3/4 in the NCAA meet. Thus his season best is 56'3"3/4. 
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by Cordner Nelson 

The system used for scoring European dual meets seems unreasonable, 
As long as one team does not place first and second in an event the 5-3-2-1 
scoring is exactly the same as our 5-3r1 method, (First and third gains 3 
points on the opposition, whether it is 7 to 4or 6to 3, And first and fourth 
gains only one point, whether 6 to 5 or 5to 4.) However, first and second 
gains only 5 points in the European system while our dual meet scoring would 
be 8 to 1, a gain of 7 points. (Or 9 points, with three entries.) This 
communistic type of scoring, wherein everybody gets points no matter how 
poor, results in much closer scores. For example, using our system, the 
men's score against Russia would have been 109 to 81 (instead of 126 to 109). 
Using only our 15 college dual events (substituting 5000 m for 2-mile and 
400m hurdles for lows), and conjecturing only on the third entry for each 
team, the score would have been about 89 to 42. The worst offense is to give 
the beaten relay teams 3 points against only 5 for the winning team.... 

MY APOLOGIES TO BUZZ SAWYER for questioning his place in the AAU 
6-mile. There is no doubt:but that he earned fifth place. My error seems to 
stem from incorrect information about Hal Higdon's time at 5 miles, which 
was 30 seconds slower than the 24:56 I reported. Sorry, Buzz. 

U.S. HIGH JUMPERS lack something. I don't know why our abundant 
natural talent plus well-organized school coaching does not produce more 
consistent jumpers. Russia, even without the built-up shoe, has caught up to 
us in a natural-talent event in which we should excel. My only clue is that 
the Russians have done some work on building up leg strength by weight lifting. 
Surely Kashkarov's feat of lifting his heavy body from such a deep knee bend 
is the result of tremendous strength. I wish some our more progressive 
coaches would look into this matter, 

ROBERTO QUERCETANI has edited another book which all true track 
fans will want to own. The “European Track and Field Handbook" contains 
complete results, with non-winning place times, of all five European Champ- 
ionships, an all-time list which also gives the year of each athlete's birth, 

a performances list which shows best marks eves when several were made by 
the same athlete, and the book ends with several pages of thumbnail sketches 
of Europe's all-time greats. 

AMERICAN DISTANCE RUNNERS surprised a few people with their fine 
running, just as Dick Bank said they would if given a chance to compete in 
Europe. (Bonafide competition as opposed to the exhibitionistic promotions in 
which they run too often and with little motivation.) Bill Dellinger's 14:04,8 
and 3:41. 5 within four days was outstanding, while Phil Coleman's great 8:40.8 
makes him fourth fastest steeplechaser of all time. Just as our women's 
team strengthened for compptition, our distance men can improve greatly 
under the right circumstances. I hope they have a chance every year.

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What’s the Answer?

Any European track fan visiting the U.S. a few summers ago would have 
been shocked to find absolutely no track activity in the world's number one 
track and field nation. Today he still would be shocked, And amazed, for it is 
a curious thing that here there is so little track when the weather is best and 
when the average schoolboy has the best opportunity to train and compete. 

Searching for a reason, the European fan soon discovers a simple one. 
Our entire track p®gram is built around the schools. When high schools and 
colleges are oun in May and June, track is out for the summer, too. Without 
the schools to run a track program there just isn*tmuch of a program, 

But all of this is changing. The change isn't spectacular, and isn't-even 
readily apparent. But it is taking place nevertheless, 

Item: Following the pace set by Southern California a few summers” 
back, more and more areas are holding summer all-comers meets. Some 
have a weekly program, such as the Sm Francisco area. Others have a lesser 
number of meets throughout the summer, often called AAU Olympic Develop- 
ment meets. Locales include Boston, Baltimore, New York, Pittsburgh, San 
Diego, Portland, Seattle, and Pittsburgh. 

Item: "Big Time" summer meets are appearing on the schedule, giving 
top class athletes an incentive to work through the summer. Baltimore has 
staged an Eastern Championships for years. Redwood City, Calif., has had its 
second annual meet, Olympia, Washington just held a successful first Olympia 
Games, will make it annual. 

Item: Track and field clubs are springing up, either for athletes, or 
those who support the athletes, or for both groups. They appear in New York, 
N.Y., or in Pleasant Hill, Calif, and they all are doing a job for track, Few 
have any financial support, none have enough personnel to do the job. But all 
are trying, and progress is being made, (See below for more details. ) 

Item: Athletes, finally realizing that the best and simplest way to reach 
top condition is to train most of the year, are putting in the work during the 
summer. Some train alone, The more fortunate receive the mutual encourage - 
ment of group activity. The most fortunate of all are getting good coaching. 
(See below for more details, ) 

The inevitable results of this increasing summer activity will be several: 
better performances, a snow-balling of the activity, increased spectator interest, 
more support on all levels, It couldn't happen to a nicer sport. 

TRACK CLUBS 

Most track cjubs welcome support from both athletes and non-athletes.

Mihaly 
Igloi and the Santa Clara Valley Youth Village (San Jose,Calif., area) are work- 
ing with some 20 athletes this summer. The total would have been much more 
if work could have been found for the more than 50 athletes who inquired from 

lover the U.S. As it is, the runners came from as far as Kentucky. In the 
fall Igloi has hopes of adding several name athleies te Liz proup. 

And Igloi's "colony" is just one of two in my area (Los Altos is 40 
miles south of San Francisco), In nearby Palo Alto (home of Stanford U.), 
about 15 runners, mosUy prepsters, ave working out nightly. Prep coach 








Forrest Jamison set up the colony and coached it before leaving for Pacific 
Beach, Calif., where he is conducting running classes for the last half of. the 
summer. Currently in charge of the Palo Alto group is NCAA and AAU 
champ Alex Henderson, a devoted runner who is articulate in his espousal 


of the Percy Cerutty conditioning methods. Among the results achieved to 
August 2 are a 4:.26,1 mile by Mike Chilton, and a 9:49, 7 two-mile by Mike 
Lehner, both the best times every made by 15-year-olds, 
And still another group is operating a few miles east of San Francisco, 

“here Floyd Strain, former Occidental runner and for two years assistant 
coach at Stanford, is coaching a small group of youngsters, from 10 to 15, 
Floyd, who starts coaching at Clayton Valley in the fall, reports the lads are 
doing a tremendous amount‘of work, up to 34 repeats of 220 yards in one

The best part of it all is that the runners are enjoying it, They are 
learning that hard work on the training field doesn't have to be drudgery. And 
they are looking forward to competition in the fall and spring. 

OF PEOPLE AND THINGS 

I have alw ys been a little proud of our sport because it has exercised 
a color line less than perhaps any other activity in the U.S, So it was a bit of 
a shock, and a disappointment, to see the entry blank of a pentat hlon sponsored 
»y the Virginia AAU, and to note at the bottom these words: "The committee 
reserves the right to withdraw this invitation at any time, Invitation is extended 
only to white registered athletes within 50 miles." Virginia may be Virginia, 
but it still is pretty disgusting. And I wonder, too, how the AAU can be 
involved in a segregated activity? Any comment, President Kellem Johnson and 
Secretary Jim Simms? 

Also noted is that segregation is practiced even within the Olympic 
"ideal", with at least one country--South Africa--barring Negros from their 
Olympic team, 














“What is your favorite track and field event?" Asked of-track fans. 


EMERSON CASE, Schenectady: "The two-mile, It is not long enough to 
ever become boring, yet long enough to furnish many examples of jockeying 
tactics, And there is often a fairly long sprint at the finish. The different run- 
ning styles of the runners can be studied at leisure," 

TOM BRALY, Los Angeles: "The high jump is the best event to me 
because it evolves all,the basic forms of track and field and is done without 
the use of any extra equipment, It has interested me a great deal to see some 
men get over the bar physically, while others do it mentally. A good example 
would be Dumas and Shelton, Shelton worked long and hard trying to figure out 
the best way to jump seven feet, while Dumas just came out and did it with 
physical ability." 

FIONNBAR CALLANAN, Dublin: "The hundred, because running is the 
most natural of all athletic activities, and the 100 yard champion is truly the 
fastest runner, I would be even happier about the event if only it was possible 
to eliminate the element of chance which is introduced by the start." 

BOB OSTERHOUDT, Bellefonte, Pa.: ‘The high hurdles, I admire 
co-ordination, agility and speed and a good hurdler must have these. Most 
world famous hurdlers have good form and I like an athlete with good form." 

NEIL ALLEN, London: "The mile, because it is a distance in which 
there is time to see tactics develop and often the skilful beats the strong. In 
the sprints however it is usually the fastest who wins and the half is too full 
of bumping these days," 

PEDRO MAY , London: "The 3 and 6 mile and their equivalent metric 
distances, because over these long races one can follow the progress both 
competively and on the clock, My interest actually increases as the race 
lengthens and if the competition was great, -with stars like Kelly, Mimoun, 
Mihalic, etc., I could watch and retain an interest in a 20 mile track race," 

MAX STILES, Los Angeles: "It used to be the 100, but recently it is 
the mile because of the tactics, stamina, courage and tremendous perfor - 
mances involved," 











Postal Competitions 


Cross country season is about to begin and so are the two successful 
postal competitions inaugurated by Track & Field News in 1957.

Marks must be made between Sept, 1 and November 30 and be 
received by Track & Field News by Dec, 15, Honor Awards will go to the lead- 
ing teams and individuals, 

Last year's team champ was Morningside of Inglewood, Calif., with a 
combined time of 50:25,5, Individual winner was John Northway of Palo Alto, 
Calif., with 9:47.0, Both times are event records. 

In the two-man, 10 mile relay the records are: world, U.S, and 
collegiate, 42:29,7 by Max Truex and Mal Robertson of Southern C alifornia; 
frosh, 47:32,0, by Knoll and Massey of Ohio State; junior college, 48:24.7 
by John Bell and Jerry Holland, El Camino, J.C., Calif.; and high school, 
47:34,0, by Art Pitman and Darryl Taylor of Excelsior of Norwalk, Calif. 

An error was made in announcing results of the spring's 5-man, 
one mile team race for high schools, Second place was won by Southwest High 
of Minneapolis with a 23:36, 3 time and a 443, 3 average. Robert Newman had 
a 4:31, 2 to lead the team which will return en toto next year.
